The amended label referred to above, submitted in connection with registration under the Federal
Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act, as amended, is acceptable. This approval does not
affect any conditions that were previously imposed on this registration. You continue to be
subject to existing conditions on your registration and any deadlines connected with them.

Wait at least 24
hours before removing the nest.

To kill Wasps, Hornets, Yellow Jackets and Bees under eaves, screens, window frames, doors, patios,
cracks, holes or crevices wherever insects are noticed, spray for about 1 - 2 seconds or until surfaces are
moist. To prevent entrance of insects into the house, spray around points where insects can enter house;
outside plumbing, faucets, and cracks or crevices in foundation as well as along sills and ledges.

Do not spray vegetation directly to prevent damage to foliage. If spray accidentally contacts foliage,
immediately wash with water. This product may discolor exterior surfaces of building, structures and
painted surfaces and may cause staining (darkening) of asphalt surfaces and shingles. Test product in an
inconspicuous area before applying.
